BOSTON, Jan; 19—Theé State sen- 
ate yesterday amended the new—rutes 
reported by the joint committee on 
rules, and then adopted the joint com- 
mittees report, 17 to 15. 

The joint committee had reported in 
favor of changes which provided that

travel on orders for special investiga- 
tion or for. the employment of ste- 
nographers should be referred to the 
rules cOmmittee without debate, 

In cases of orders for special inves- 

tigations, ete., the committee was to 
make report within 14 days. No find- 
ing of this joint committee on rules 
could be overthrown except by a two- 
thirds vote of the two branches.
